a. Singer, chief of aviation engine construction, Elbewerk Rosslau (VVB EKM) 3 
formerly with Junkers, Dessau; rcturned from Russia about a year before 
this arrest. 


b. Auerswald, chief of the testing station, Elbewerk Rosslau; formerly 
with Junkers, Dessau; returned from Russia about a year before this 
arrest. 


¢.  Schollemer*, chief of altitude experiments, Elkewerk Rosslau; formerly 
with Junkers, Dessau; returned from Russia about a year before this 
arrest. 


d. Dr. Muttray**, director of the radiation laboratory (Strshlungslabor), 
Filmfabrik Wolfen (SAG Fotoplenka), where he worked in the field of 
TAN (Technische eheitencnd) and was in charge of the large~scale 
experiments; studied at the Technological College Darmstadt, specialized 
in aerodynamics; during World War II, worked et the Elbewerft Rosslau**, 
where he designed the Tragfldcheschnellboote (wing speed boats). 


@. Engineer Muttray***#, brother of the above, Farbenfabrik Wolfen (SAG 
Kaustik); during World War II, worked as a designer at Junkers, Dessau, 
and subsequently worked at the Kimry aircraft factory in the USSR. 


2. Prior to his arrest, Dr. Muttray*+ had instructions to look for about },0 
aircraft specialists, ostensibly for a future East German aviation industry. 
These 0 technicians were arrested at the same time as himself and are also 
believed to have been sent to Russia.
